Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The applicant asserts that there is no motivation to use a nonwoven, overstitched by yarns. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Even assuming arguendo, that Merkle only teaches the use of a polyester film backing layer, Lucast '073 discloses that it is known in the 
art that a nonwoven, overstitched by yarns, is a viable backing layer alternative to a polymeric film (see paragraph bridging columns 2 and 
3). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a nonwoven, 
overstitched by yarns, as the backing layer material, because it is a viable backing layer alternative to a polymeric film and because it has 
been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability and desired 
characteristics. 

The applicant asserts that one skilled in the art would be "discouraged" to use a nonwoven instead of a film because the adhesive 
would "ooze out of the backing layer." The examiner respectfully disagrees. Firstly, the applicant has failed to show, or attempt to show, 
that the adhesive would necessarily flow through the nonwoven material. It is well established that unsupported arguments are no 
substitute for objective evidence. Secondly, Merkle discloses that "Preferably, the... adhesive composition is applied onto the removable 
protective layer... and covered with the backing layer." (see the paragraph bridging columns 4 and 5) Clearly the adhesive would not flow 
through the nonwoven backing layer with gravity acting upon it to remain on the protective layer. Thirdly, the applicant has failed to show, 
or attempt to show, how the alleged "oozing" would destroy the invention of Merkle. 

In response to applicant's argument that Koketsu is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the 
field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in 
order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, Koketsu is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned which is the proper 
number of stitches. 
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
